Many of the men 
sought to quench their thirst by scoop- 
ing the salt water up in their hands, al- 
though Capt. Cook and First Mate 
Jackson tried to prevent them from do- 
ing so. After the masts went by the 
board, the gale moderated and the crew 
proceeded to clear awiy the wreckage. 
During all these eventful days, the 
veesel was made a prey of by the wind 
and waves and signals of distress were 
hoisted. Three or four steamers were 
sighted, but none of them apparently 
snw the signals. Finally, on, the 20th, 
Oapt. Cook saw a streak of smoke to 
the eastward and soon the outlines of a 
steamer became visible. Later she was 
hailed and proved to be the Amana. 
Her life boats were lowered away and 
went to 
the 
distressed 
Ellerahe. 


Though tbe gale had died down moun- 
tainous seas were still running and it 
wus with great difficulty that the ore IF 
of tli3 Ellerelie were landed on the 
Amana. After all had been rescued, 
the Ellerslie was set afire.

\Vhen it reaches) Germany, a second of- 
fering shall be made ou an altar. 


"Germany has always maintained the 


friendliest, relations with China. 
We, 


there-fore, entertain the hope that your 
majesty will renounce all resentment so 
that peace may be arranged as BOOH as 
possible and that universal harmony be 
rendered possible for all rime. This is our 
moi-t anxious hope and our most ardent 
tvUh." 


Emperor William replied na follows: 
•'To the Emperor of China: I. the Ger- 


man emperor, have received the telegram 
of your majesty, the emperor of China. 
I have observed with siitixfuction that 
four majesty is anxious to expiate, ac- 
cording to the custom nnd precept of your 
religion, the shameful murder of my min- 
ister, which set at naught all civilization. 
Yet, as the German emperor and a ChriH- 
tian, I cannot regard that abominable 
crime an atoned for by n libation. Besides 
uiy murdered minister there have gone 
before the throne of God a large number 
of our brethren of Christian faith, bMi- 
ops and miegiouurios, women nud chil- 
dren, who, for the sake of their faith, 
which is also mine, have died the violent 
death of martyis and are accuser-, of 
your majesty. Do the libations command- 
ed by your Diajesty milllcc for all these 
innocent ones?

SIX WEEKS IN A GRAVE. 


The Story That Is Told of UH Indian 
. 
Fakir's Feat. 


The Scottish Medical and Surgical 


Journal quotes a remarkable case of In- 
dian magic recorded by James Biaid, 
surgeon, \vhobe observations on inetjinei'- 
isna are well known. At tho palace of 
Kunjcct Singh—a square building which" 
had in the eenter a clobed room—a 1'akir 
who had voluntarily put hinibelJC into a 
comatose condition was afterward sewed 
up in a sack and walled in, the single 
door of the room having been sealed with 
tho private seal ot the runjeet. To ex- 
clude all fraud Runjeet, who was not 
hims-elf a bclie-ver in the wonderful pow- 
ers of the fakir, had ebtablibhed a cor- 
don of his own bodyguaid round the 
buildhip, and in front of the latter four 
sentinels were stationed who weie re- 
lieved every two hours and were continu- 
ally watched. 


Under these conditions the fakir re- 


maintM in his grave bix \vcekb, when the 
building was opened in the presence of 
the Kunjeet Singh, and tho seal and all 
the walls weie fouud uninjured. In the 
dark room, which was examined with u 
light, the sack containing the fakir lay in 
a locked box which was provided with a 
seal, abo uninjured. The sack, which 
pi iiM-nted a mildewed appearance, was 
opened and the ciouching form of tho 
fakir taken out. The body vah perfectly 
stiff. A. physician •who was present found 
that nowhere on the body vas a trace of 
pulse beat evident. In tho meaulimc thu 
servant of the fakir pouted soino warm 
water over the head and laid a hot cake 
on the top of his head, removed the wax 
with wliith tho enrs and nostrils had been 
stopped, forcibly opened the teeth with :i 
knife, drew forward the tongue, which

\VTiile tales of Indian fakirs are caleu- 
ated to excite distrust, and impostois 
tade on tho credulous for purposes of 
rain, the fact remains attested by well 
authenticated cases that certain men can 
•oluntaiily put themselves into n state in 
vhich no vital phenomena aro demon- 
trablo by moie or IOE.H careful examina- 
tions, and onn awake later to normal life, 


n this connection the hibernation of an- 
uials must be mentioned, also the obMer- 
•jition of Loeuwenhoek that in tho dust 
of houses and towns animalcules exist 
vhich are capable of drying up comph-t.^ 
y -without losing tho power of awaken- 
ng to active life upon beinc moistened 
\ith lain watei; also tho vital alteina- 
ions attributed to toads and especially 
he casps of prolonged trance, both con- 
cious and unconscious, with suspended 
animation, and the instances of butial 
alive.—Modem Medicine.

It appears from calculations that the 


mean froo path or distance traversed by 
the molecules bcfmcon collisions in ordi- 
nary air is nbont one-half-millionth of an 
Inch, while the speed of tho molecules is 
GIK-IJ thsit ouch one experiences about 
8,000,000,000 of collisions per second. It 
would be hard perhaps to cite an illustra- 
tion* showing tho reilneinents of modern 
ph>su-;!. batter than this; unless, indeed, 
ono other^ result that followed directly 
from these calculations bo considered such 
—lint fiat, namely, of measuring tho slsso 
of tho molecules themselves. Clauslus was 
oho first to point -oat how this might bo 
done from a knowledge of the length of 
freu path, and tho calculations were made 
by Losohmidt in Germany, and by Lord 
Kelvin in England, independently. 


Tbo work is purely mathematical, of 


course, but tho results arc regarded as un- 
assailable. Indeed Lord Kelvin speaks of 
them us being .Absolutely demonstrative 
within certain limits of accuracy. This 
does not mean, however, that they show 
Jio exact dimensions of the molecule. It 
•icans an estimate of tho limits of size 
Vtithin which the uctuul sizo of tbo mole- 
cule way lie. These limits, Lord Kelvin 
estimate!1, are about one-teii-millionth 
of ii centimeter for tho maximum, and 
ono-oue-hundrod-millionth of a centime- 
ter for tbo minimum. Such figures convey 
no particular meaning to our blunt senses, 
Dili Lord Kelvin has given u tangible il- 
lustration that aids tho imagination to nt 
least n vague comprehension of the un- 
thinkable smallness of tho molecule. He 
estimates that if a ball, say of water or 
;lus,6, about "as largo as a football, were 
to bo magnified up to the size of the earth, 
each constituent molecule being magnified 
in tho same proportion, the mngnifled 
structure would be more coarse grained 
than a heap of shot, but probably less 
coarsegrained than a heap of footballs." 
—Henry Smith Williams, 11. D., in Har- 
per's Magavfee.

In tho Sea. 


Tho flying fish loves deep wator and is 


found throughout the length and breadth 
of tropical seas. lie Is fond of feeding near 
tho gulf weed of the Sargasso and depos- 
its his stringy, glutinous spawn on its yel- 
low branches. Vessels bound from Now 
York to tho Cnribbee islands, *(iys Forest 
and Stream, upon reaching tho "borso lat- 
itudes," sometimes encounter vast quan- 
tities of drifting weed, strung out into 
long ribbonliko patches about an eighth of 
a mile apart. 


Among the golden weed, with its deli- 


onto leaves and globular seeds, exists a cu- 
rious family of cuttlefish, crabs, mollusk 
and small fishes. Upon these tho flying 
fl.sh preys, and they in turn devour its 
spawn 
Every plunge of the steamer as 


she plows through the blue tropical waters 
frightens dozens of flying flsh into tho air, 
where they scatter in all directions, witl' 
tho sunlight glistening on their gauzy 
wings. 


Tho flying flsh of tho Atlantic attains i 


length of nearly ono foot and a broadtl 
between wing tips of 11 inches. He has & 
round, compact body, about 1 inch in di 
ameter neur the pectoral flns or wings 
There is also an auxiliary puir of vcntra 
flns or wings, not nearly eo largo as th 
pectoral puir. Tho wings are formed by a 
thin, transparent membrane stretched ove 
a delicato bony framework, and are eithe 
blaok, white or mottled with both. Tin 
upper hnlf of tbo entire flsh is a mctallii 
blue in color, while the lower portion is a 
nacreous white. Black, prominent eyes 
a email, prehensile mouth, forked tail 
dorsal and anal flns complete tho piotur 
of one of the most Interesting little flshe 
in all nature's vast aquarium.

Of coarse it in- 
terfores with a clear-vision and is notice- 
able to a greater or less extent. These 
specks nro foreign substances which should 
have been eliminated. With a torpid liver 
and a torpid elimination these foreign 
substances accumulate in the body every- 
where, and it is common for them to be 
thrown into tho cavity of the eye.

What 3s steel? 
A mptal composed of from 97 per cent 


o U9.00 of iron and from 8 pur cenfc to .04 
if carbon is properly called steel. 
Many- 


ithcr substances, however, are commonly 
ound in steel. Among these are sulphur, 
phosphorus, silicon, copper nnd 'iaiinga- 
nese. These ingredients give various prop- 
irties to the metal, according to the 
amounts present. Thcro are ulso. several 
alloys of steel with otljer metals, but those 
aro generally designated by hyphenated ti- 
tles, such as "chrome-steel," "nickel^ 
steel, "etc. 


How is steel made? 
> -nu 


In many ways if we consider details. 


The principal methods are three. Tho re- 
sulting products are known as cruciblo 
steel, bosscmer steel and open hearth stool. 


What is crucibln stcol? 
Crucible steel is obtained as tho result 


of fusing together in a cruciblo the sub- 
stances desired in any quality of steel. 


What is bosscraer steel? 
Bessemer steel is made by forcing a blast 


of air through melted Iron 
By this proc- 


ess tbo substances not desired in the steel 
[tie burned up. As some ingredients which 
are needed aro also consumed, these sub- 
stances (carbon, etc.) aro added before the 
liquid metal is permitted to cooL 


What is open hearth steel? 
Chemically,tho open hearth method is 


substantially tho same as the bosscmer 
process, but in making open hearth stool 
the forced blast is donu away with and the 
metal while melting and after complete 
liquefaction is kept exposed to tho air In 
such a way that tho impurities aro oxi- 
dized or slowly burned out of tho iron. 
Tho constituents other than iron are added 
before solidification. 


Which is the best of these three kinds of 


stoel? 


'1 bore is no answer to this question as 


it is phrased. That steel is best whoso 
strength, dtlctility, hardness, toughness, 
etc., tiro best adopted and proportioned for 
tho usu for which it Is intended 
Those 


qualities depend upon tho composition of 
tho steel and upon Its treatment—i. o., 
whether it has been forged, rolled, drawn, 
tempered, annealed, eta 


It is wholly immaterial whether the 


mixing of tho iron, carbon, manganese 
and the rest is done in u crucible, a bos 
seiner converter or an open hearth furnace 
so long as tho same materials nro com- 
pounded with equal skill and tho steels 
treated after mudufacturo with the same 
care nnd judgment. 


But is it not generally conceded that 


crucible steel is the best steel? 


By 10 moans. There certainly was a 


time when the manufacturer of the cruci- 
blo method was more skillful and more 
successful than others. This process la the 
oldest, and its advocates attained excellence 
while others wcro experimenting—indeed 
before the later methods were devised. It 
is not to bo wondered at that tho traditions 
of that time aro still current in many 
shops and are expressed in many books 
which discuss tho properties of steel. The 
method is still in use and is well adapted 
to tho production of small quantities of 
special grades of steel, but, as u matter of 
fact, whilo every method of manufacture 
has its partisans, tho superiority of oruoibls 
steel can no longer be demonstrated. This 
Is conceded by prominent authorities and 
is tho necessary conclusion of those who 
aro familiar with the most recent investi- 
gations and tests. 


Has any ono of these three processes an 


advantage over the others? 


The maker of steel will decide that quos 


iion for himself, having duo regard to 
his surroundings and to tho seopo of his 
undertaking. Tho user of steel will ask 
what tho steel is made of, not what it is 
nado in. Ho will aim to secure the prop- 
erties which suit his work without regard 
to tho methods of manufacturing the 
metal. In general, if <i man uses much 
steel he will bo likely to purchase where 
10 can get largo quantities all alike. Cru- 
ciblo steel, made in lots not exceeding 100 
pounds each, would hardly answer. A 
careful purchaser of steel analyzes and tests 
samples from each consignment which is 
received. To do this for one sample in ev- 
ery hundredweight would call for an intol- 
crublo number of analyses, to say nothing 
of tho uneven quality of tho steel itself 
when considered in large quantities. 


What is cast steel? 
All stcol mode by the processes which 


we have discussed is really cast steel—that 
is, the metal becomes steel while melted 
and is then run in molds. The name cast 
steel should bo restricted to stoel which is 
cast in tho shape in which it is intended 
to be used. Tho result is inferior for most 
purposes to that obtained by forging nnd 
similar methods. There is much confu- 
sion, however, In the popular use of this 
term. 


What is tool steel? 
Tho term has no scientific moaning. 


Those who nsu It mean any steel suitable 
for making tools. It may be crucible steel, 
bessetner stoel, open hearth steel or stool 
mudo by soino less important method. 
For no good reason'the nnme tool stoel is 
often regarded with almost superstitions 
awe. Tho agent of the steelmaker calls a 
substance tool steel, knowing little or 
nothing of Its composition and properties. 
The steel user buys it, the workman 
makes things of it, tho consumer buys and 
uses the things 
Sometimes jiho steel la 


adapted ltd-its use-and everybody Is'Sntis- 
flnd. Sometimes It is. not, and the con- 
sumer finds fnult and the agent sells no 
more steel to that manufacturer. 
JAct(ri 


timo nobody concerned, except the original 
maker, baa tho loast idea what the stuff 
culled tool,stoel really is. No manufacturer 
knows what ho is buying unless he has a 
laboratory where his purchase- 'can' >bo 
tested. 


What is machine steal? 
That is another shop nnuic. It la ap 


plied to any steel which is saffc enxtugh (to 
bo easily oat and drilled. 


Op. the whole, docs it mako any differ- 


ence bow steel Is made? 


Not to tho consumer, provided tbo Btoel 


la aoiTeot in chemical constitution and 
physical properties, nnd throe aro mntter.-i 
of fnot to be ascortr.inud by carcfol tests, 
not matters of opinion to bo decided by 
oratory.—Brooklyn Kaglo.

Once more 'the knife is brought iuto 


piny, and this time the blade is worked 
under the end of the body from where the 
first cut ^us made und downward in the 
direction of the tail, to the extent of an 
inch. That inch is what the expert gets 
his hold on. Holding the eel up now by- 
the head with the left bund and holding 
it stationary and firmly, he grasps that 
fieed inch of eel between the thumb ot 
the right hand, on one side of it, and the 
blade of the knife, pressing it hard, but 
not, cutting into it, on the other. And 
then, with tho firm clutch that he has 
thus got upon it and holding tho loft 
,luuul stationary, he strips the eel for- 
waid and downward with the right, fair- 
ly stripping it clear of its skin with a sin- 
gle continuous movement. At the end o£ 
this, with a curving sweep through tha 
air, he throws the drebscd eel upou a pile 
of its kind, while the skin he tosses into 
a barrel. Then he picks up another e-el 
from the pile iu front of him and repeats 
the operation, nnd it is all to quickly and 
BO deftly done that you have to Keep jour 
eye on him not to miss any of the five 
movements in which the whole work is 
comprised.—New York Sun.

looked upon as unmixed evils. 'J^Jwise' lit? 
tie plants owe their 
reputation in large degree to the fact that 
they ii'rst attracted general inteicst be- 
cause of their 'poMer of producing dis- 
ease. That they are-the cause o£,m%ny 
human diseases has been demonstrated 
beyond _ peradventure, and this subject 
has proved so fascinating that it was for 
a 16iijr time the only side of lutetgi'ioitjg- 
ical phenomena which received 'any 'corf' 
Bid(erable attention. As a result, bacteria 
have acquired the popular reputation of 
being producers of evil to mankind and 
have consequently been regarded as \vhob 
ly undesirable organisms. 
The studies 


of recent years, however, have 1-eeu giv- 
ing more attention to phases of bacterio* 
logical life which are not connected with 
disease. These studies have disclosed to 
us a large series of phenomena where 
these little plants are, in various ways, of 
direct advantage to mankind. 
Among 


other facts, we have been slowly learn- 
ing thut in the prepaiation of the food 


comes upou our tables and in its 


digestion the bacilli play no inconsider- 
able part. 


Since they are almost inconceivably 


minute, bacteria owe their great influence 
in nature to their wonderful powers of 
reproduction. 
A single individual may, 


in the course of 24 hours, produce froui 
10,000,000 to 20.000,000 offspring. 
This 


extraordinary power of reproduction in- 
volves the consumption of a vast amount 
of food material, and profound altera- 
tions are produced in this food as the 
bacteria feed upon it. The bacteila are 
so small that they probably do not take 
the food inside of their bodies, but they 
live in the midst of their food and digest 
it outside of themselves. • This results in 
•certain chemical changes in the nature of 
the food. 


These changes arc mostly of that char- 


acter which the chemist calls destructive*. 
Under the action of bacteria, chemical 
molecules which arc of a high complex- 
ity are constantly being pulled to pieces 
and reduced to simpler compounds. As 
a result of this chemical action there ap- 
pears ill the food mass, upon which the 
^bacteria are feeding, a variety of new 
chemical compounds. 
These new com- 


pounds are in part simply byproducts of 
the c'hemical destruction of the molecules 
which they have pulled to pieces, but 
the>y are also in part to be regarded as 
excretions from the bacteria. The use 
of bacteria in connection with food de- 
pends partly upon their power of destruc- 
tion and partly upon the nature of these 
new compounds which they produce. 


In considering the use of bacteria in 


food we- may notice first a possible value 
they may possess in assisting the proc- 
esses of digestion. The digestion that 
takes place in our stomach and intestines 
consists in a chemical change In the food. 
Now, 
the stomach and intestines are 


crowded with bacteria in inconceivable 
numbers. As bacteriologists have studied 
the action of these Intestinal bacteria 
upon such food as we take into our stoui- 
nchs they find that the bacteria produce 
chemical changes iu the food in many re- 
spects similar to 'those of ordinary diges- 
tion. 
As tliPbe bacteria certainly grow 


rapidly in the intestines, the question hus 
naturally arisen whether they may not 
aid the digestive juice in the- digestive 
process even in a hcfiHhy individual. 
,It is not easy to answer this question^ 
since it is impossible to deprive the hu- 
man intestine of its bacteria and thus de- 
termine whether the digestive processes 
could go on readily without them. Such 
an experiment has been tried, however, 
with certain animals. For example, a lot 
of chicks have been hatched from eggs 
by artificial 
mean*, under conditions 


which have absolutely excluded bacteria 
from their food and from their alimen- 
tary canal. 
These chicks have been 


compared with others that have boon in- 
cubated under similar conditions, except 
that the bacteria have not been excluded 
from their system. Upon comparing the 
two lots of chicks after a few weeks of 
life it has been found that those with tho 
bacteria in the alimentary canal have 
nourished better, made better use of their 
food and* grown more rapidly thnn the 
jlot of chicks from which the bacteria had 
(been excluded. 
Now, while all experi- 


,meats in thU line have not been absolute- 
ly in accord, they have resulted in n 
strong suspicion that the bacteria which 
are present in our food and. enter the 
stomach with it are not only of no in- 
jury to us, but are probably of direct ad- 
vantage in aiding our digestive organs 
properly to handle nnd make use of their 
uvtriment. 
' Those do not by any means comprise 
all the uses of bacteria in food products, 
but they may serve to show that bacteria 
hnve a decided usefulness in connection 
with our food. Their use in our food is 
in two directions—they assist digestion 
by tho chemical changes they produce in 
our food, bnt their chief and most impor- 
tant usefulness is in ceMmection with the 
flavoring material which they produce. 
They furnish us with our vinegar and 
sevfrral 
other acid condiment^; 
they 


probably develop the flavor of vanilla 
and chocolate; they furnish the "gamy'" 
flavor of meats;'they (rive ns all the de- 
licious flavors of our butters,, aud they 
contribute; ip large measure-to the ^sup- 
plying of our cheeses with' tfiosc* flavors 
which have made thorn the world over 
such popular nnd! neeful articles^!1,, <J»et

Such exhibitions are not 


rare on the South Carolina state farms 
where bloodhouuds are kept. The same 
kiud of animals are kept by the sheriffs 
of many counties in this, state, and they 
aluays do well on such show occasions, 
but have never been known to run down, 
a criminal. 


"I very much doubt," said an old slave 


owner, "whether there is a genuine blood- 
houuel in the south or oue with the 'nose' 
of the old runaway slave catcher in the 
country. Any breed of dogs that run by 
scent can be trained from puppies to run 
man nud man uloue. Ordinary deer or 
foxhounds take to this quite naturally, 
aud if crossed with a half or quarter fox 
terrier they become Vicious and persist- 
ent in the chase. 
But these aie not 


bloodhouuds, nor should those now own- 
ed by the state or counties iu South Car- 
olina be so ('lapsed. 


"Tho bloodhound in his perfection ot 


'note' niul his ferocity was the product 
of the institution of slavery. The finest 
strains came from Cuba, largo, powerful 
beasts, lawny or black, with white points 
and so tk'ic'e that whe^n not in service 
they wctr> chained, and only their master 
coulel feed them or touch them. If they 
escaped, they chased the first person they 
saw. and their desire was to eat his flesh. 


"Many of thi- dogs were imported to

They 
wen- crushed on the deerhound, and the 
produc t was a. good man hunter, fierce 
euough, but not so dangerous as the Cu- 
bnn.
